AMBRICAN SHIPPING. 
THE CONGHESSIONAL COMMITTEE AT WORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor, Nov. 16.—The joint Congressional 
committee appointed to inquire into the condi- 
tion and needs of American shippipg began 
taking testimony at the Fifth Avenue Hotel this 
morning. Senator Conger presided. There 
were present, in addition to the Senator from 
Michigan, Senator Vest and Representatives 
Dingley, Cox, Candler, and Robeson. An elab- 
orate table was submitted by Congressman 
Dingiey, at whose special request it had been 
prepared by the ollicers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washingtes. The figures show the 
value of the imports and exports of 
the United States carried in American ves- 
sels during each fiscal year from 1640 to 
1882, inclusive, with the percentage carried in 
American vessels. According to this table the 
total imports and exports in 1840 were $239,227,- 
465; the percentage carried in American ves- 
seis, 82.0. From that time down to the present 

the American carrying perceatages have 

GRADUALLY DIMLYISHED,

until. in 1861, they were $1,075,024,318, and the 
percentage in our favor 14.

PROSPECTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC ROW. 
There is considerable deuvt whether the 
Democrats can stand prosperity. It may be 
that the Republicans count too confidently 
upon the Democratic talent for blundering, 


‘but there is certainly a Hibernian character- 


istic among the Democrats which makes 
them always alert for a row among them- 
selves when there are no outsiders to fight. 
Their success at the recent elections has al- 
ready brought this disposition to the surface. 
The first bone of contention is the Speaker- 
ship of the next House. Though it will be 
a full year before that prize can be clutched 
there are alréady signs of a lively, atid possi- 
bly an acrimonious, contest for it. The con- 
spicuouscandidates are Mr. Randall, of Penp- 
Sylvania, and Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky. But 
these gentlemen represent something more 
than. personal rivalry. They stand for two 
factions of the Democratic party—the Eastern 
protectionists and the Southern free-traders. 
Their respective organs bave already declared 
themselves boldly—the New York Sun lead- 
ing off for Randall and the Louisville 
CourterJournal vigorously opposing him, 
not merely in the interest of Carlisle, but on 
account of the uncompromising hostility of 
the faction it represents to the Pennsylvania 
ideas with which Kandall is as thoroughly 
imbued as is Pig-Iron ” Kelley himself. 


Randall has promulgated his platform. It 


begins, of course, with a declaration in favor 
of a reduetion of public expenditures. As 
all the candidates of all parties and al! fac- 
tions will agree to this part of tLe program 
ostensibly, and most of them ostentatiously, 
that feature may be passed as unimportant 
in the contest. Next, Mr. Randall declares 
himself in favor of an absolute and entire 
repeal of all internal taxation,” and he adds: 
“The Republicans made a fatal mistake in 
hot codperating witn the Democrats at the 
last session of Congress in secufing the then 
proposed reduction of $50,000,000; now the 
whole system must go.” This way of put- 
ting the case is not altogether fair, because 
the Republicans would have revised the in- 
ternal-revenue system judiciously if the 
Democrats had not impeded tne work. The 
important point is that Mr. Randall proposes 
to strike off all taxes from whisky and tobac- 
co, partly as a sop to the Southern Demo- 
crats, but mainly in order to assure the 
maintenance of exorbitant taxes on imports, 
Which alone would remain to supply the 
Government with necessary revenue. The 
only free trade Mr. Randall believes in is 
tree trade in whisky and tobacco, and that he 
advocates merely to justify, or rather obii- 
gate, taxation of the necessaries of life for 
the special protection and benefit of the 


_other manufacturing classes. He would not 


have the manufacturer of whisky and tobac- 
co taxed at all, but this charity proceeds 
from a desire to tax the consumers of the 
country for the protit of those engaged in 
manufacturing the articles necessary to the 
comfort and welfare of mankind. ‘ 

The Louisville Courier-Journal is not pre- 
pared to assent to the Pennsylvania program, 
and serves timely \notice of its opposition to 
the election of Randall as Speaker. After 
outlining his platform it declares it “is pro- 
tection in its most dangerous form, arid means 
free whisky and tobacco and taxed sugar, 
and coffee, and tea: and it adds: No nian 
can be a Democrat and stand on any stich 
platform, and the sooner this is understood 
the: better forall concerned.” Mr. Watter- 
son is evidently determined that there shall 
be no misunderstanding about the matter. 
for further on in the same article he says: 
“The election of a Republican Congress 
would be preferable to the election of any 
man entertaining Mr. Randall’s views to the 
Speakership of the next House.”

What excuse,” he 
asks, “‘can there be for taxing salt in bulk a 
higher ad-valorem duty than champagne? 
For collecting nearly one-quarter of the 
whole customs revenue from an essential 
article of food like sugar? For levying 100 
per cent duty on rice? Do these duties pro- 
tect the wages of laboring men? Laboring 
men want the essential articles of food, such 
as salt and sugar, as cheap as they are in 
other countries. Iron and steel, the raw ma- 
terial of all manufacturing industry, must 
not be excessively taxed for the benefit of its 
few producers.” 

The depressed condition of the iron market, 
the reductions being madein the wages of 
iron and steel workers, the strikes in collat- 
eral indiestries; like coal, are facts which 
every daily newspaper is making familiar to 
its readers. ‘They are confirmation enough of 
these statements. 

Much that the Republican managere have 
done duting the last few years has required a 
high degree of low courage, but to go out of of- 
fice responsible fur leaving this wicked system 
unchanged, and for leaving it to be changed by 
the Democrats, will be proof of adamantine 
and consclenceless intrepidity.. If the Dem- 
verats, ag they are quite capable of doing, 
cut off the $85,000,000 of whisky and beer tax 
and make ita present to the distillers, and 
cut off the $48,000,000 ot tobacco tax fot the 
benefit of the middlemen, and then slash into 
the tariff, reducing the revenue of the Gov- 
erument below its expenses, and compelling 
the sale of bonds to meet running expenses, 
the Republican party will not be held guilt- 
less.

SOLID WHISKY. 

A new danger stares the Prohibitionists in 
the face. Hitherto whisky has not been 
produced in a yery portable form. A man 
can’t carry a jug or demijohn about with 
him, and even the dwarfed receptacle known 
as the pocket-pistol is awkward and cum- 
brous and is apt to show in the pocket, and 
gurgies so loudly as to attract the attention 
of those about the thirsty owner of it. This 
difficulty has now been overcome by a Pitts- 
burg inventor, who has diseovered a process 
for solidifying whisky and presenting it in 
such a form that it can be carried in the vest- 
pocket, The material required for the big- 
gest kind of a drunk will not oecupy as 
much space as one’s watch, A descriptiori 


of the process was printed in our last issue. 


and it will be observed that the ex- 
periment was certainly successful. It has 
the advantage over the liquid form that 
it leaves no taint upon the breath, 
and therefore obyiates the necessity for 
cloves, coffee, and other deodorizers. It is 
possible, also, that Mr. Toodles, when he 
comes home late at night, may successfaily 
elude the vigilance of Mrs. Toodles, who 
hitherto has been enabled to apprehend his 
habits during the evening by the keenness of 
her nose, At the same time the solid stuff is 
of the regulation strength, and is warranted 
to produce intoxication just as quickly as 
whisky in bottles, 

The great advantages of this form of 
whisky are at once apparent. It can be made 
in packages as big as a cheese, or as small as 
a mint-drop, and a winter supply can be eas- 
ily laid in and occupy-buta very small space; 
if a man be a bachelor he can bring ä chunk 
home and stow it away in mis closet or 


histrunk; and if he be a benedict his. 


wife can tuck it away for him 
where it will be safe from rats and 
the children. It can be made up in the form 
of little cubes for the vest-pocket, in sticks, 
squares, d lozenges, plugs, caramels, 
layers, of pills. It can be put up in fancy 
boxes for valentines, Easter-eggs, or holiday 
souvenirs. It can be ornamented with quaint 
devices, hand- painted with sunflowers. When 
not needed ‘for immediate consumption it can 


. be used as paper- weights, and under certain 


restricticns or penalties can be lent to the 
children for the building of block-houses. It 
may appear on the table as dessert, can be 
sugar-coated so as to compete with bonbons 
in decorating the dinner service. As dessert 
it will be economical, asa very little of it 
will go a great ways. Of course one of its

THE SHYLOCKS AT WORK AGAIN. 

There is pending before the Supreme Court 
of the United States a made-up case which is 
designed, in the event of a favorable de- 
cision, to prepare the way for the ultimate 
retirement, cancellation, and destruction of 
the greenbacks. 

The case Is based upon the following suc- 
cession of events: 

The issue of leral-tender notes (not to ex- 
ceed $400,000,000) was sustained by the Su- 
preme Court on the ground of a National 
emergency. When the act for the resump- 
tion of specie payments Was passed in 1875, a 
provision was incorporated extending to the 
National banks the privilege of issuing any 
amount of new notes after complying with 
the requirements of the law, and directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to retire and 
cancel greenbacks in proportion of 80 per 
cent of the increase of National-bank notes 
until the aggregate of legal tenders should 
be reduced to $300,000,000. Subsequently, in 
1878, this provision of the law was repealed 
in order that the legal-tender fund should 
not be contracted, and the policy of the Na- 
tional Treasury was determined by the fol- 
lowing provision: 


From and after thé pass of chs act it shall 
not be lawful for the Secretary of the Treasury, 
or other officer under him, to cancel of retire 
any more of the United States legal- tender notes. 
Aud when any of said notes nay be redeemed, 
or be received into the Treasury, under any 
law, from any source whatever, and shall be- 
long tothe United States, they shail not oe re- 
tired, canceled, or destroyed, but they shall be 
reissued and paid outagain ana kept in circula- 
tion. Provided, that mp oR woe rg pro- 
hibit the cancelation an trucuon of muti- 
lated. notes and the issue of other notes of like 
denomination in their stead as now provided by 
law. All acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repeaied. 


The case now before the Supreme Court is 
based upon the rétusal of a citizen of one 
State to acceptin payment of a debt due a 
citizen of another State greenbacks which 
were reissued from the Treasury under au- 
thority of the act of 1878, quoted above, on 
tiie ground that this act is unconstitutional. 

Now that the fall elections are over, the 
New York Times clamors for an early de- 
cision in this case, and urges that the Su- 
preme Court shall set aside the act of 1878 as 
unconstitutional, require the cancellation of 
greenbacks to the limit fixed by the law of 
1875 ($300,000,000), and thus put in active mo- 
tion the scheme for the ultimate extinction of 
the legal-tender fund. The argument em- 
ployed to show that the act of 1878 is uncon- 
stitutional is extremely feeble, 


der notes has been settled beyond all con- 
troversy. The issue was lmited in 
amount, but not in time. The extinc- 
tion of the legal-tenders thus constitu- 
tionally issued is left to | the discre- 
tion ef Congress. In a tentative measure, 
Congress resolved that under certain condi- 
tions the legal-tenders in excess of $300,000,- 
000 should be retired and canceled. Pending 
the execution of this Congressional mandate 
Congress deemed it wise and expedient to ar- 
rest the operation of the contrachen policy 
which had been previously adopted. Con- 
gress had as much right to dct in the one 
ease as it had in the other. Its discretion in 
the matter is not restricted by any provision 
of the Constitution. Of the entire amount of 
legal-tenders originally issued and not since 
retired and e anceled by direction of Congress 
every note may be legally reissued until 
Congress shall specifically provide for the 
termination of the legal-tender function. 
Upon any other theory every issue ot a legal- 
tender note from the United States Treasury 
would have been illegal, except the original 
issue only, and the legal-tendet fund would 
have been wiped out long before the end of 
the War.

For money they loaned on the 
basis of a legal-tender fund comprising 
the full supply of gold, silver, and 
$400,000,000 of legal-tender paper money 
they would demand repayment on the 
basis ot gold alone. They would exact scarce 
aud dear money in return for money they 
loaned when it was cheap and plenty. They 
are not satisfied to get back what they 
loaned in better shape than when they parted

The Committee on Public Service met yester-

few years ayo a start was made and a mod- 

est brick building erected. In this the meetings 
of the sotiety have sine been held. and graduai- 
ly it bas been filled up with contributions. There 
was, however, no money wherewith to con- 
struct storage vaults for the valuables intrusted 
to the care of the society, and as time pa ou 
the building proves insufficient for their accom- 
modation. For some time the quesGoa of rais- 
ing funds to clear off the $12,000 mortgage and 
construct a new building has been quietly do- 
bated, and yesterday a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee was heid, at whioh $11,000 was 
subscribed. The $1,000 additional will doubtiess 
be raised within a few days and the society will 
be once more free from jueubus of debt. 

Next in order comes the proposidon to build. 
Any structure which may be constructed forthe 
use of the society must be practically fire- proof 
and fitted with large vaults, in which books, 
ete., which cannot be replaced may be safely 
stored, The idea most favored is to erect a 
plain Luiiding, two wails of which shall consist 
of tiers of vaults, while meeting-rooms and stor- 
age for articles of public interest will also be 
amply provided for.

There are half a score of firms in town who ad- 
vertise constantly for agents, and yet who never 
get enough to suit them. A trip among some 
of these wholesalers reveals pretty clearly where 
the myriads of little articles patented in this 
country goto. The novelties are endiess, from 
the fact that most of them are little makeshifts 
such as any bright boy could invent. Tne com- 
binations are almost endiess, and vary from a 
new sewing-machine to an improved coffee- pot.

THE SITUATION AS IT APPEABED YESTED ,

The union bricklayers of the city who for 
several days have made desperate attempts at 
striking have not succeeded, although a resolu- 
tion passed at a meeting Wednesday evening or- 
dered the members to stop work yesterday 


‘morning if their demands were not acceded to. 


The demands referred to. which have been pub- 
lished on several occasions, are that they shall 
have pay for n; full day’s work whether they per- 
form it or not—that is, that if the rising and the 
setting of the sun prevent them to work only nine 
and a balf hoursghey shall be paid for ten hours’ 
work, or that the contractor shall be com- 
pelled to pay them for one-haif hour's 
work not performed, but which they would per- 
form if they could. Also, that the employer shall 
be required to pay them for a full day on Safur- 
day, but that they shall be compelled to work 
only nine hours on those days. The weather 
was unpropitious yesterday morning when the 
men appeared for work,and no discussion of 
the question at issue occurred. Nearly all of 
the men went to work, but when shortly after 
noon the rain began to fall they knocked off,” 
and 12 further regarding the dispute was 
eurd. 

Some of the contraetors say that I is not un- 
likely that te fellows whoare drawit., fat sal- 
aries from the union, and who think it neces- 
sary to inaugurate a strike now and then in or- 
der to make it appear that they are carning their 
salaries, Will further distinguish themselves by 
ordering the union men to strike if the builders 
do not pay them for the time lost on 
account of the rainfall of vesterday. 
There has been no difference between the union 
and the builders on account of wages tor some 
time, and fearing that they might lose their 
Jobs the officers of the union bave done their 
very best to make the members two weeks 
wages in order that it might seem that they 
were vigilant in their behalf.“ 

As far as can be learned the objection made to 
the course of the buiidere is unwarranted, and 
the only theory for the “kick” now made is 
that the seagon is now rapidly approaching the 
close, and it was thought that caatractors would 
readily accede to any demand for the purpose of 
complet structures in their charge.

Physical Examination of Foreigé Sea- 
men.

American seamen, any foreign seamen sent 
to you fo t purpose by the duly authorized 
agent of a foreign line, or the Consul represeat- 
ing the nation to which the vessel belongs. A 
fee of 50 cents will be charged for each exawina- 
tion made, and fees so received will be deposit - 
ed with the Collector of Custums in the same 
manner as donations to the Marine-Hospital 
fund, under Sec. 4,801 of the revised statutes.”
